In Palm Beach, F la., aides 
»aid Kennedy had not received 
the report sent him by commis­ 
sion Chairman John A. Hannah 
and would have no comment. 
The commission urged Ken­ 
nedy to step up federal efforts 
“ to suppress existing lawless­ 
ness ’ and study w hether legis­ 
lation was needed to prevent 
federal funds being paid out to 
a state which “ continues to re­ 
fuse to abide by the Constitu­ 
tion.“ 


The special report also called 
©n Kennedy to explore the legal 


authority he possesses as chief 
executive to withhold federal 
funds “ until the state of Mis­ 
sissippi dem onstrates its com­ 
pliance 
-with 
the 
constitution 
and laws of the United States. ’ 
For several months, the com ­ 
mission ha.^ been exploring a r­ 
eas where federal pressure can 
be applied in Mississippi and 
reportedly has been unhappy 
that tough action hasn't been 
taken before now. 
Staff D irector Berl I. Bern- 
hard is in Jackson, Miss., today 
for an open meeting of the state 
advisory com m ittee after m eet­ 
ing inform ally with the com m it­ 
tee Tuesday night. 
The commission said it had 
m ore than 100 complaints since 
last October alleging denial of 
constitutional rights to Negroes. 
“ Citizens have been shot, set 
upon by vicious dogs, beaten 
and otherwise terrorized because 
they sought to vote. Students 
have been assaulted and the

M eanwhile, the report said,

JEFFERSO N CITY — A long 
range. $463 million plan for up­ 
grading the state’s Secondary 
< Farm to M arket) System of 
highways ha? been approved by

T he plan is based on a re­ 
cently - completed engineering 
needs study 
by

ta ry Highways and Ix>cal Roads. 
It first was subm itted to the

m eeting and has been under 
consideration since that, time. 
The study showed that 10.693 
m ile? of the state's m ore than 
22,000 miles of Secondary roads 
are substandard and that 956 
bridges are inadequate for mod­ 
em day trarfic. 
In aadition. the study reveal­ 
ed that it will cost an estim ated 
$463 million, spent over a per­ 
iod of m any years, to correct 
these deficiencies. Construction 
and right of way expenditures 
and obligations for Secondary 
System routes have been aver­ 
aging about $21 million a year 
in recent years. 
Roads and bridges described 
as substandard or inadequate 
are those which do not m eet 
the qualifications necessary for 
carrying traffic safely, conven­ 
iently and economically.

T hat is 
ne a r ly three tim es the outlay for 
1953-54 when the first formal 
check was made. 
Of the $15 billion 
roughly 
one - tenth went for ba ic re­ 
search. All oilier research ef­ 
fort w as directly tied to spo •:?- 
ic project goals, lik e finding 
out how to heat a space cap­ 
sule adequately.

Wirtz to determ ine to close an 
era — the era of codd’ing labor 
cri es, of w etnun ing labor and 
m anagem ent disputes, of a labor 
secretary, a m em ber of ihe Cab­ 
inet spending m ost of his tim e 
as a business agent. 
Wirtz is publicity shv. But he 
has a whim of iron. He is de­ 
term ined to im press on Pre/i- 
dent Kennedy, with whom he 
ha. not yet had too much con­ 
tact. that the solution to the 
growing series of labor crises 
and problems is to perfit free, 
untram m eled labor-m anagem ent 
collective bargaining without the 
White House interfering.

$463 million.' spent over a per­ 
iod of m any years, to correct 
these deficiencies.

Roads and bridges described 
as substandard or inadequate 
are those which do not m eet 
the qualifications necessary for 
carrying traffic safely, conven­ 
iently and economically.
